The writer of the article, which appeared in Tuesday’s Dispatch, 
suggests that much of the clothing worn by Brainerd people might 
be made at home. He concludes that if the quality and prices were 
as attractive as those offered by outside manufacturers the mer­ 
chants of Brainerd would replenish their stocks with home-made 
goods and that the people would prefer articles made at home. 
A study of tin* development of Minneapolis shows that the 
manufacturing plants there have very largely sprung up from 
small l>eginnings. 
And the same is true of the development of 
many other cities. Even the Ford automobile industry had a small 
beginning. 
One of the reasons why business men are not attracted by 
such proposals lies in the fact that they do not see immediate 
gains that amount to much. 
They can see the value of having 
some manufacturer who has been successful elsewhere, come in 
and build a large establishment right away, but they often lack 
the faith that sees large developments from small beginnings. 
It ta k e s a good deal of faith to back a proposition that aims 
at manufacturing articles in competition with larger firms that 
have already become thoroughly established. 
But everywhere al­ 
most every day some such new enterprise is started that after a 
few years grows into a really successful concern. 
One of the objections that has been made to proposals of this 
kind is that the power rates are so high in Brainerd that manu­ 
facturers in othe cities would have an unfair advantage over the 
small manufacturer here. 
The suggestion is a good one. Initiative, hard work and cap­ 
able management may develop an industry in Brainerd that in 
time will be a large and prosperous one.

cannot prevent its coming “any more than one of my grandchil­ 
dren could keep me from walking out of the front door if I wanted 
to do so.” 
There never was a time when the country needed such lead­ 
ers w ith intellectual strength, the knowledge of life’s forces and 
the undying conviction that the right must prevail, more than it 
does today. But, f o r a while, the people are listening to the voices 
of destructive critics, whom they are electing to take the places of 
constructive statesmen. 
In the end, however, intelligence must 
win over clamor.
